EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Dan-Bin Kao on November 23, 2010.

3. With this amendment, paragraph 1 on page 1 should read: This application is a 
371 of PCT/US04/42595 filed on December 21 , 2004, and claims priority from Japanese 
Patent Application no. 2004-015934, which was filed on January 23, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Prior Art 
fails to teach an electrode tool comprising a conductive pattern defined by a plurality of 
lands and grooves, an insulating resin filled into the grooves wherein the lands define a 
surface of the conductive pattern that is recessed from a surface of the insulating resin 
filled into the grooves of the conductive pattern, a height difference between the surface 
of the conductive pattern and the resin being between 1 and 5um. There was not found 
a teaching in the Prior Art suggesting modification of the conventional device to obtain 
the electrode tool of the instant invention.
